Two o f the do wnto wn streets in Dixo n, Galena Avenue 
and First Street, where they pass thro ugh the business sec­ 
tio n, sho uld be repaved. 
It happens that this is a lo gical 
time fo r such an impro vement. 
The lo cal street car co mpany has petitio ned to r permit to 
cease o peratio ns, which petitio n will undo ubtedly be granted 
very so o n. 
The rails must be taken up, which means, unless 
the entire street is repaved, mo re patch-wo rk o n streets which 
are already very ro ugh and wo rn o ut. 
Our do wnto wn streets are to o narro w' and the ever-gro w­ 
ing auto mo bile traffic causes co ngestio n to increase each 
mo nth. 
The o nly po ssible relief is wider streets and this can 
o nly be o btained by taking space fro m the sidewalks o n eith­ 
er side. 
The sidewalks in Dixo n are wide eno ugh to allo w 
such actio n witho ut great inco nvenience to pedestrians. \\ idee 
streets wo uld be a go o d investment to r Dixo n. 
1 hey wo uld 
make auto mo bile travel easier and safer and wo uld be appre­ 
ciated by sho ppers fro m the o utside, all o f who m co me here 
in t h e i r cars. 
It, wo uld be very simple to widen the streets 
while they are being repaved, especially since the I. N. I 
will remo ve all their po les when they cense o peratio n o f their 
cars. 
One cause o f ro ugh paving is the co ntinual o pening o l tin* 
pavement to repair piping, etc. 
A great deal1 o l this can be 
eliminated while the repaving is being do ne. The Dixo n W li­ 
ter Co m pany’s mains give no tro uble. 
The mains that have 
been under gro und fo r fo rty years sho w no appreciable sign 
o f w ear o r deterio ratio n. 
But the laterals, o r service pipes, 
ipade o f a less durable material, are giving o ut. W hen leaks 
develo pe and streets are dug up, it is because these service 
pipes have wo rn o ut. 
They are being replaced by the water 
co mpany with brass service pipes, which will last fo r all 
time. 
With the re-paving pro ject in mind, The Telegraph has

This co o peratio n wo uld be o f o bcio us 
value, since it wo uld help to keep tin* paving in a smo o th 
co nditio n in the future years. 
The eliminatio n o f the car tracks, wider streets, and per­ 
fect paving wo uld add much to the appearance o t tin* busi­ 
ness sectio n o f the city and wo uld be in keeping with the 
splendid pro gress th a t has been enjo yed by Dixo n in the last 
few years. 
With o ur many new state highways and o ur tine 
impro vements in sto res and do wnto wn buildings, Dixo n a p ­ 
pears to be taking a dvantage o f her wo nderful o ppo rtunity to 
beco me o ne o f the big trailing centers o f no rthern Illino is.

th em the right. 
Recent electio ns in Dixo n indicate a po pulatio n o f clo se 
to 12,000 peo ple. 
It is certain that o ur po pulatio n is greatly 
underrated.
